H. Rockwell, general passenger agent of 
the Cleveland, Akron and Columbus rail- 
road, of Cleveland, O.; H. B. Payne, as- 
sistant general passenger agent of the 
Missouri Pacific railway, of St. Louis, Mo.; 
James Reeder, general passenger agent of 
the Cincinnati and Portsmouth, of Cincin- 
nati; Jackson Smith, division passenger 
agent of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, at Cincinnati; William Brown, pas- 
genger agent of the Louisville and Nash-

Hon. W. J. Northen opened a drawer in 
his walnut desk yesterday afternoon and 
drew forth & blue-tinted letter. ‘*That,’’ he 
said, “comes from Chancellor Payne, of 
the Peabody normal college. It is one of 
many letters I have received on the same 
line. He says that it is probable that he 
will bring the whole faculty and all the 
students, and that the college will char- 
ter a special train.

Some of the Women 
Who Take Part in the Congresses. 

Among the many distinguished women 
at present in the city is Mrs. Edward 
Willis, of Charleston, 8. C. She is a first 
cousin of the Hon. N. J. Hammond, of 
this city, and shares the intellectual ability 
for which the family is notable. Her ad- 
dress delivered before the Woman’s con- 
gress committee Thursday was an able 
effort and Was received with the greatest 
enthusiasm, : 

Mrs. Edward Willis, of Charleston, 8. C., 
whose maidén name was Elizabeth Louise 
Hammond, was born in Georgia and reared 
on her father’s plantation in the beautiful 
mountain region of the northwest portion 
of this state. Her father, Judge William 
Hammond, was a descendant of that stur- 
dy ,old patriot, John Hammond, of Isle 
vf Wight courty, Virginia; who was ex- 
pelled from the house of burgesses about 
1652 for his bold ‘defense of the rights of 
the colonists and for his too pronounced 
disapproval of interference on the part 
of the mother country. Her father, Judge 
Hammond, held many positions of trust 
and honor in his community and was a 
citizen distinguished in all his section as 
a man of the ncblest prinéiples and un- 
biased judgment. The mother of Mrs. 
Willis, Lucy Carroll Hudson, was also of a 
Virginia family and a cousin of the illus 
trious Henry Clay. 

Mrs. Willis has spent her married life 
in Charleston, 8. C., her husband being a 
native of that city, ard descended from 
Huguenot parents. 


Merely for congenial pastime Mrs. Willis 


has been a contributor to various maga- 
zines and journals since her early girikood. 
The great book of nature was her first, 
and always her inspiration, having a strong 
prediléction for the natural sciences—par- 
ticularly for boteny and geology. 

Until the summer of 1889, when she was 
offered an editorial position .with a liberal 
salary, she had never engaged in t 
literary work. Being invited to praliae 
over the literary department of a monthly 

she conducted the department 


magezine, 
With ability and success for one year, and- 


had the @Gistinction of being tendered the 
éditorial chair in chief, but ill health for- 
bade and the horior was declined. 
Bhe has been elected vice president of a 
western literary association (declinéd), and 
received invitatiofis to botanical congresses 
in Berlin, Germany, and Genoa, Italy. 
Mrs. Willis has evg been a hearty sup- 
porter of charitable enterprises, is an ac- 
tive member of several benevolent associa- 
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6n Wednesday, is a woman prominently as- 
sociated with all movements pertaining to 
Higher education and adopts as her charity 
an especial interest in working girls. 

She was the first woman commissioner of 
education appointed in New York and is 
the foundress of the Teachers’ college, a 
branch ef Columbia. 

Miss Dodge is a superb looking woman 
With beautifully gracious manners. Her 
address on the ‘‘Co-operative Work of Wo- 
men” was full of interest and practical 
knowledge and suggested deep thoughts 
and intellectuality. 

in the course of it she said: 

“Co-operation has been defined by some 
busy girls as ‘a mutual alliance, which 


helps self and others,’ ‘that it is strength ; 


in nelping one anutner.’ in its true seise 
it is net only a working tegether ef many 
for the many, but a disinterested, unselfish 
working for each other’s good isdividually, 
or co-operation is anether definition of the 
golden ruie. With, not for or against, is 
the idea becoming prominent. Sisterhood 
defines the thought when we come to wo- 
men, and this thought is being more and 
more understood. It is we, not you and I. 
“In one paper it ts impossible to cover 
all the ground, so I will limit myself to the 
phases in which I have ag “igen «5 taken 
special interest. Education in old times, 
to many, meant only book knowledge, now 
it applies to all sides of life, and the whole 
child receives training, not part of the boy 
or girl. The body, senses, soul, as well as 
brain needs developing, every faculty re- 
quires thought. Individuals and their re- 
quirements, not echools‘or systems of edu- 
cation, require consideration. Froebel has 
brought great messages as well as other 
thinkers, but among the greatest stand the 
words, ‘go play with your children, go live 
among them,’ or, in other words, that 
mothers should co-operate with their little 
ones, studying them, living with them in 
deeper ways than the mere physical or 
moral care. Papers and books can now be 
secured which will help in this study. But 
more is needed—mothers and teachers, co- 
operation! Mothers should know the schools 
in a truer way than visiting them to find 
fault about their children’s care. True 
kindergartens have mothers’ classes and 
all real school life should have the same. 
Hours when school work and life can be 
explained, when teacher and mother, not 
as has been said, in a fault-finding spirit, 
instead in helpful, co-operative Way, can 
meet together to discuss methods of reach- 
ing and uplifting the children committed 
to their charge. Fathers should also. be 
brought into the deliberations. Education 
should be studied, public and private, and 
education, meaning training from the earl- 
jest years, indeed, such as the old philoso- 
pher says begins 100 years before the child’s 
birth. How often one hears the expression: 
‘T am saving now, s0 as to be able by- 
and-by to educate my son or daughter. 
During those years cf saring the child is 
being educated and receiving impressions 
which will never be effaced. 

“Where women have come into official 
relationship with the schools their experi- 
ence has heen the same. School systems 
mean infinite detail; women are accustom- 
ed to consider detail and are anxious to in- 
vestigate and study small mattefs, realiz- 
ing their importance upon great matters.

Women have been trained as housekeeprs; 
there is much housekeeping in the schools: 


Women’s perceptions and intuitions are apt. 


to be keener then men’s, and their quali- 
ties are needed where children are con- 
cerned. Women have more leisure than 
men during: school hours, and therefore 
can visit thoroughly and can have time 
for conferences and discussions with prin- 
cipals, teacher$S and parents. Women, be- 
ing consantly in touch with childhood, can 
better map out courses of study and se- 
lect school booxs upon their merits. Again, 
however, let preparation—training for—stand 
out. Let women realize that besides being 
roused and grasping the needs, they must 
educate thems¢ives and educate with oth- 
ers and then co-operate. Co-operation with- 
out study and thought beforehand brings 
few results. School life and child training 
thus surely needs women.” 

Speaking of the woman’s clubs, Miss 
Dodge said: 

“The definition of a club adopted by the 
New York association is: ‘A working girls’ 
society, an organization formed among 
busy women and girls to secure by co-op- 
eration means of self-improvement, oppor- 
tunities for social intercourse and the de- 
velopment of higher, nobler aims.’ it is 
governed by the members and strives to be 
self-supporting. They are thus not chari- 
table societies, but are co-operative rather 
than philanthropic organizations. _ These 
societies were not mainly instituted ‘as a 
means of helping the poverty-stricken, tne 
destitute, the incapable.’ They grew out of 
the need of further opportunities for self- 
help, felt by some girls and divined by 
others. and were not created at all. It is 
apparently impossible for some friends and 
well-wishers to realize the distinction be- 
tween charity and co-operation—between 
societies to aid needy working girls and 
clubs of working girls to help themselves. 
The New York clubs do not pretend to 
cover all the ground—do not assert that 
there is no room for anything else; but 
they have one definite object—that of in- 
creasing the opportunities,‘ mental, moral 
and physical, of the individual working 
girl who is able to earn her own living, 
but unable, without combining with other 
girls, to obtain all-that slié desires beyond 
the necessaries of life. 

“Tt is this combining or co-operation that 
has brought about the idea of self-support 
or self-reliance; the two stand together. 
The club idea has spread and developed 
internally. The larger ones have various 
practical classes, libraries, benefit schemes, 
lectures and opportunities for much social 
fun. The obligations are simply that the 
members must be over certain age, pay 
monthly dues and combine in the interest 
of the societies. Practical, co-operative 
talks are also features—not lectures, but 
talks on vital subjects. The topics are of- 
ten selected a year in advance. I hold in 
my hand printed lists of two years. 

“The co-operative idea has developed into 
the domestic circle, a branch of young 
married members ‘who enjoy combined, 
@ractical effort. The summer holiday 
houses represent another phase. These are 
so helpful by giving opportunity to young 
mothers to broaden themselves. This ¢co- 
operation can be carried into every line of 
work. It means simply working with. In 
Sunday schools, in mothers’ meetings, in 
chutch—everywhere, it goes, and every- 


where it can be of power.”

ROAD REFORM MEN 


The National Road Parliament Assembles 
in the Chamber of Commerce. 


OPENED BY GENERAL STONE 


The Large Body of Delegates Went to 
the Exposition To Inspect Roads 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


The national road parliament assembled 
in the council room of the chamber of com- 
merce building yesterday morning at W 
o'clock. There were about two hundred 
delegates and a large number of outsiders 
present, thirty-one states being represent- 
ed in the parliament. More delegates are 
expected this morning to take part in to- 
day’s deliberations and in the nivetings of 
the three remaining days. 

The meeting yesterday morning was call- 
ed to order by General Roy stone, of 
Washington. The parliament twas tempora- 
rily. organized by the selection of ex-Gov- 
ernor Fuller, of Vermont, for chairman 
and W. G. Whidby, of this city, secre- 
tary. In taking the chair Governor Full- 
er spoke briefly on the objects of the or- 
Ganization and the benefits which its form- 
ation had effected, was doing and would 
do and of the bright prospects of the fu- 
ture in the matter of good roads. Profes- 
sor J. B. Hunnicutt on behalf of the state 
of Georgia, city of Atlanta and the Cotton 
States exposition, as well as the Georgia 
road congress, welcomed the visitors to 
the city. Responses were made Ly Hon. 
&. B. Alexander, of North Carolina; J. A. 
C. Wright, of New York, and D. U.O'Flaher- 
ity, of Virginia. 

The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion: Messrs. Stranaham, O’ Flaherity, Tuck- 
McDowell and Harrison reported 
the following nominations and the elec- 
tion of the slate therein set forth was 
™Tade unanimous. President, General Roy 
Stone, of Washington,D. C., first vice pres- 
ident, Judge W. F.Eve, of Georgia; second 
Vice president, John A. C. Wright, of New 
York; secretary, W. G. Whidby, of this 
City; assistant secretary, John 8. Rodgers, 
of New York. 

The committee on the order of business 
Teported that the parliament would meet 
€ach morning at nine o’clock and adjourn 
at twelve for luncheon. In the afternoon 
the delegates would meet at the exposition 
grounds, where practical experiments and 
demonsirations were to be made, showing 


roadway, road machinery and the effects of 
Darrow and wide wheel tires. The parlia- 
ment will reassemble at 7:30 in the even- 
ing, when the general work of the reports 
from the different states will be taken up, 
together with such papers as may have 
been prepared. A speaker from among the 
delegation from each state will be selected 
Who will present to the parliament the 
Progress which has been made in that 
State in road making and in road leg- 
Islation. 

Upon being escorted to the chair Pres- 

ent Stone made a short address outlin- 
ing the work which the roads parliament 
had accomplished since its first meeting 
in Chicago in 1891. Its organization had 
Secured a permanent appropriation from 
Congress for the majntenance by the de- 
e of a gdod rvads 
bureau for the collection and dissemination 
of literature and general information, over 
Which bureau General Stone has had charge 
Since its creation. Much good had teen 
accomplished and the field was constantly 
Widening wherein the influence of the de- 


partment and the parliament was. being 
felt. Having effected its permanent .orgun-

ization, at noon the parliament adjourned 
until 7:30 last evening 

“in the afte7.68n at 3 o'clock the deigt 
gates {- .»e parliament assembled in fhe 
rear of the government building at the’ex- 
position, where short strips of the various 
kingis of roadway had been made, té wit- 
ness the testing of the traction and resist- 
ance of the same with various kinds of 
vehicles and widths of tires. The tests are 
made with horses and a new style of dy- 
nanometer, which is the invention of 
Messrs. Stone and Professor Carson, of 
Tennessee. The dynanometer ig placed 
upon the tongue of the cart, or whatever 
it may be to which the team is attached, in 
such a manner that the strain of the pull 
has full force upof it. A dial placed upon 
an upright, with large figures and hands 
like a clock, shows to the observer a hun- 
dred feet away, just how much force is be- 
ing brought to bear all the time, - The ex- 
periments were very interesting and in- 
structive. Beyond the testing of the dy- 
nanometer little practical work was done, 
the machine itself being new and previous- 
ly untried. The demonstration of its work- 
ings was about the only thing attempted at 
the exposition grounds in the afternoon.
